RIDLEY DANCERS HIT THE ROAD C 


Step right up and see what all the buzz is about. Step lively, 
though. You'll have to if you want to keep up with the Ridley 
College Dance Company as it prepares to take its show on 
the road! 


F Over thirteen years the dance troupe has grown from a handful 
of interested students into a twenty-member full production 
company. Ridley’s dancers were selected after a long audition 
process in November, and they have wasted no time getting 
down to the serious business of dance. 


This year the company unveils “Combat,” a new modern ballet 
number. Favourite repertory pieces from years gone by are also 
on the playbill. Many of these numbers will be showcased at 
“Dance Ridley,” a popular event held in Trinity term. Ridley’s 
musical production for 2002, “Midsummer Nights,” also fea- 
tures a strong dance contingent. 





But Mandeville’s stage isn’t the only place where Ridley dancers will get a chance to strut their stuff. This year, the Company is 
steppin’ out! Based on its reputation for technical quality and artistic vision, Ridley’s Dance Company has been invited to perform 
at a number of functions across the region, including the Canadian Federation of University Women’s annual May dinner. What's 





more, coach and choreographer James Nesbitt hopes to take the Company on the road for competitions both in Canada and the 
United States. 


Nesbitt, who has shared the stage with Margot Fonteyn and Rudolph Nureyev, began his career at Ridley in 1990, and since then he 
has definitely earned his stripes as Ridley’s resident dance expert. In many cases, he has watched Company members go on to dance 
at university. And even if his dancers stop performing once they have graduated from Ridley, he is confident that they will take 
away with them a life-long appreciation for the art. 


“T realize that I’m training the next generation of dance patrons,” Nesbitt said. And that’s no small feat. “Dance is a great discipline 
for the mind and body which I don’t think is truly understood by spectators,” he remarked. “Most people don’t understand what it 
takes to put twenty people on a stage where they all move as one.” 


For starters, it takes plenty of rehearsal time. Company members meet five times a week for practice sessions. And anyone who has 
seen them in action knows that the dance program at Ridley is no cakewalk. It provides participants with an intense physical 
experience. Rehearsals take place in the Dance Studio, a state of the art facility located underneath the Mandeville Theatre. 
Thanks to donations from Ridley alumni, the studio was recently 
outfitted with a new sprung floor, ballet bars — even adjoining make- 
up rooms where light bulbs line the mirrors in classic Broadway style. 


So, it looks like the stage is set for a terrific season. But if you ask 
James Nesbitt, the best is yet to come. Dance is an ever-evolving art 
form, he noted. “You can see the development of a culture by the 
way dance is performed and represented.” With that in mind, Ridley 
College is looking like a cultural Mecca, indeed.

| embarked on a three-week adventure that for some would 
change their way of teaching forever. This very day saw 
the official launching of the Chandran Institute, an expe- 
rience that led us into a newfound environment of teach- 
ing using information technology and learning from a 
whole new viewpoint. 





Our guides were Geoff Irvine and Dave Rodger both asso- 
ciated with Chalk @ Wire Inc. based in Ottawa. The 
dauntless members came from a diverse selection of our 
Ridley faculty.

d History), Nick Ronald (Geography), Tony Sherman, 
Lowell Scott and Steve Clarke (Chemistry), Kristine 
Corolis and Bob Malyk (Biology). And to round off the 
group, Rupert Lane (Headmaster) offered his input at most 
sessions the first week and came by and participated when 
he could the other two weeks. 


During the three week course we were introduced to the 
4MAT learning wheel, project based learning, and con- 
structivism. We engaged in the incorporating of many 
applications into our teaching and learning styles using 
our laptops. We developed inspiration maps, web pages, 
and learning contracts. We were exposed to a whole new 
way of assessing our students using LXR online interactive 
mastery testing, and debating rubrics to mention only two. 
Assessment was a topic heavily examined as we developed 
various rubrics to assess our particular curricula. 


Our current teaching style was depicted to us as a graph 
which, if we continued to use this style ignoring the need 
for technology, would start to show a downward trend. It 
was time for Ridley to “jump the curve” and we were to be 


dd pioneering faculty to take that risk. 


The participating faculty brought a diversity to the group 
unparalleled in this author’s experience since being at the 
College. There were those who had 30 years of teaching

experience exchanging with others who had just completed 
their first year. We were in an environment in which we could 
discuss how to create exciting new experiences for our students 
which would encompass cross discipline learning. Imagine law 
students creating a mock trial based around a community 
stricken with tainted water; and biology students being 
involved with investigating the presence of microbes in drink- 
ing water sources. Now imagine those same law students issuing 
subpoenas to the biology students to be expert witnesses in the 
trial. 


The atmosphere within the group during the three weeks pos- 
sessed a high amount of synergy. The mood was ever positive, 
supportive and genuine. We knew that the College was invest- 
ing in us and we were reciprocating by creating a whole new 
milieu for our teaching arena at Ridley. I have been to many 
workshops and conferences, but never have I experienced such 
a high amount of positive energy from every participant. Even 
though we had five more weeks of vacation ahead of us, it can 
be stated sincerely that every participant was excited to get 
back into the classroom to try out our newly acquired techniques. 


Since September our classrooms have been a beehive of new 
activities. Our students enter class curious about the new jour- 
ney on which they will be taken. Fellow Chandran colleagues 
are encouraged and enthused when they try one of the new 
techniques and the outcome is beyond what they expected. 
The celebration continues amongst us with conversation and 
congratulations outside the classroom as we meet in the faculty 
common room, at the photocopy machine, or on a stroll across 
campus. 


The entire Ridley community is benefitting from this experi- 
ence and will continue to benefit as others participate in future 
institutes to occur in subsequent summers. The celebration of 
teaching and learning is just starting and will continue. It is 
this celebration that will make teaching and learning at Ridley 
College the benchmark for all others to measure up against. It 
will only be a matter of time when educators from all over 
North America will be descending upon our campus to witness 
our successes and ask to be part of it. It is only when they expe- 
rience it will they understand it. 


Thank you, Clarence Chandran, for having the foresight and 
providing us with the opportunity to gain our wings so that we 
can teach our students to climb the mountain and to soar 
beyond Ridley’s gates.

Alumni Hall Construction Update

Construction started this summer during the sweltering heat and 
drought, and although not completely unexpectedly, there were sev- 
eral plagues of almost biblical proportion which hit immediately and 
threatened to upset the proverbial apple cart. First came the discov- 
ery that many of the concealed pipes and much of the underlying 
plaster layers in the classroom block contained asbestos which had 
to be carefully removed by specially trained and equipped contrac- 
tors before the building could be disturbed. Then came the realiza- 
tion that the existing structure had shifted over the years due to 
inadequate footings and the structure had to be specially stabilized 
with structural steel and cables in order to tear it down safely. A rup- 
tured water main just before the start of school then brought a huge 
deluge which flooded out the entire basement of Alumni Hall at 
depths of up to four feet! 
Apart from making things very wet and mucky, the flood waters washed all sorts 
of demolition debris into the exposed old sewer and drainage pipes. This and an 
advanced state of decay necessitated the digging up and replacement of several

long stretches of sewer main under the courtyard as well as the whole scale 
restoration of the buildine’s heating plant. On top of all of these calamities came 
the all-to-regular discovery of anomalies in the surrounding ground and walls of 
this venerable old building which had not been shown on the original drawings 
and which required ‘spur of the moment’ re-jigging of building solutions and 
revised drawings. In the interest of brevity I will just summarize by saying, the 
last six months have been extremely interesting!

Already one can begin to see the tremendous improvements 
to this fine old institution which this project will bring about. While the general 
contractor has been very careful to minimize disruption to those students and 
staff still living in the building, I would like to take this opportunity to thank Erdin Ridley ROUd.

Patent Protection: The Rules Are Not The Same For Everybody

Matt Law submitted this bonus assignment for his Economics class. The report was based upon the information contained in the 
article ‘Patent problems pending’ from the October 27th, 2001 edition of “The Economist”. 


The debate over the high cost of drugs and drug patents, has long been present in North America and around the world, 
and has led to a clash of morals, human rights, public health, the greater good, and sensible business strategy. The cost of 
developing any drug is enormous and it is appropriate that there are international agreements in place which protect the 
rights of drug companies to allow them to recoup costs and make a - usually substantial - profit. Yet these copyright laws 
also severely limit the ability of poor, third world countries, to gain access to desperately needed drugs; importing the drugs 
is prohibitively expensive and producing them locally contravenes the patent protection laws. This lack of availability of 
needed drugs often results in humanitarian tragedies of unimaginable proportions and so the industrialized world must find 
a better way to integrate the valid concept of patent enforcement with policies that allow for an effective fight against 
national medical emergencies, wherever they may be. 


In the article “Patent Problems Pending 1” this issue is examined in light of recent events in North America. In the 
affluent West, where pharmaceutical companies are abundant and play an important role in the development of modern 
medicine, the idea of patents and having to pay a high price for drugs has come to be accepted not only as ‘the way it is,’ 
but also ‘the way it should be.’ We accept that pharmaceutical companies need long term patent protection, as they would 
stop incurring the huge expenses involved in the development of new medicines if compensation were not guaranteed. 
But we have never had, at least not in the last century, any great national medical emergencies, and thus have never had 
to deal with great numbers of deaths which could have been avoided by circumventing drug patents. 


6. the first sign of such a threat, however, as Canada has recently shown with the debacle over Bayer’s patent for Cipro, 
the anti-Anthrax drug, Western governments are more than happy to revoke patent laws to get drugs quickly and cheaply 
when a “national emergency,” no matter how remote, might require it. Canada’s move was followed by statements from 
United States officials that they also would ignore patents if a “national emergency” required it. Canada’s hasty actions 
were not by any means justified, but they did show how willing the West is to bypass the intellectual-property laws it tries 
to enforce so strictly everywhere else in the world. If ‘an acceptable reason’ for contravening patent laws is a national 
medical emergency, then surely the battle which Brazil, South Africa and other poor countries have been fighting against 
AIDS has long since qualified as such. 


The West is quite willing to enforce its rules on poorer nations, where people are dying by the thousands, with little or no 
consequence to itself, but at the same time will break those rules at the slightest sign of trouble at home. There is a set of 
international rules laid out by the WTO called TRIPS, which does include some loopholes for poorer countries, such as 
allowing compulsory licensing (essentially the ignoring of patents), during a national emergency. The problem is that 
these loopholes are only sufficient if member states do not protest when poorer countries legitimately exploit them; the 
West, in particular North America, usually does. 


Patent protection, of course, exists - as stated above - for many very good reasons and it would not be in anybody’s best 
interest to eliminate or weaken it. But not allowing countries in truly crying need to take advantage of the loopholes pro- 
vided specifically to deal with such desperate situations as the AIDS crisis in Africa is both inhumane and immoral. And 
given how vulnerable even America has proven itself to be recently, it might be prudent for the West to slacken its hard 
international line on patent protection, as it may have to resort to taking advantage of some of these ‘loopholes’ itself.

David A. Dodge ‘61 


The Green of the Bank of Canada 
Reveals Shades of Orange & Black 





For those of you who fancy yourselves as knowledgeable about the history of the Ridley and of 
Ridleians, here is an interesting question for you to ponder. What do Ridley College and the 
Bank of Canada have in common? 


The Bank of Canada and Ridley College share a commonality which goes right to the top of the 
governance of Canada’s central bank. Out of the seven Governors in the history of the Bank of 
Canada, Ridley has claim to two: Mr. David A. Dodge ’61 and Mr. James E. Coyne 725. Mr. 
Dodge currently sits as Governor of the Bank of Canada while James E. Coyne ’25 served as the 
second Governor in the history of Canada’s central bank for six years between 1955 
and 1961. 


Hailing from Toronto, David Dodge left Ridley in 1961 for Queen’s University where 
he received his Honours B.A. in Economics. From Queen’s, he continued his educa- 
tion at Princeton where he received his PhD also in Economics. 


After eight years in the civil service, David spent a number of years in academia 
teaching Economics and Canadian Studies at such institutions as Queen’s University, 
Johns Hopkins University, the University of British Columbia and Simon Fraser 
University. In 1980, David moved back into the Federal civil service and after holding 
a number of increasingly senior positions in the Department of Finance, including 
that of G-7 Deputy, was appointed Deputy Minister of Finance to Paul Martin in 
1992. In 1998 David left the Ministry of Finance and became the Deputy Minister of 
Health, a position in which he served until the announcement of his appointment as 
the seventh Governor of the Bank of Canada in February of 2001. 





After attending Ridley for just one year, James E. Coyne, a Winnipeg native, did his 
undergraduate studies in his home province at the University of Manitoba and then moved on to 


study Law as a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford. 


James first joined the central bank of Canada as a member of the Research Department in 1938. 
A year later, he joined the Central Mortgage Bank and subsequently served with the Foreign 
Exchange Control Board, the Canadian Embassy in Washington and the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. Like many men in this era, James answered his country’s call to arms and served in 
the Royal Canadian Air Force from 1942 to 1944. After his two years in the R.C.A.EF, James 
returned to the Bank of Canada in 1944 where he served as the Executive Assistant to the first 
Governor of the Bank of Canada, Mr. Graham Towers. In 1950, James served as the Deputy 
Governor until his appointment as Governor in 1955, 


Another small, yet interesting footnote to this story, is that, although their years at Ridley did not 
overlap, David’s father, Andrew A. Dodge ’24, and James Coyne both attended Ridley during 
the 1920s,

JIM HORVATH KEEPS THE TOWER CLOCK TICKING 


Who works quietly in the background to keep Ridley ticking - 

literally? Few of us know it is Jim Horvath, Horologist, who has 
rescued and restored the clock that resoundingly keeps our day 
in order from the heights of the Great (Memorial) Hall Clock 

Tower. 


This last year marks the fiftieth anniversary of the installation of 
the clock. Gift of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur L. Bishop of Toronto in 
1951, the clock which has since suffered the indignities of time, 
neglect, and worst of all pigeons, 
has fortunately for us fallen into 
the deft hands of a master of his 
craft, St. Catharines watch and 
clock expert, Jim Horvath. 


In 1929, Jim was born in 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, but 
because of the hard times in the 
Depression emigrated in ‘38 with 
his parents to Hungary, their 

omeland. Yet by War’s end, the 
@.: wanted to return to 
Canada. Before departing, Jim’s 
father had one key piece of 
advice for his son: learn a trade. 
So Jim commuted by train daily 
to a nearby city, Papa, and pur- 
sued a three year course, includ- 
ing an apprenticeship, to qualify himself as a Watchmaker. The 
conclusion of the course coincided neatly with Jim’s passport 
approval, and in ‘49 he came straight to St. Catharines, home of 
his Aunt, and within a week had steady employment at 
Williams Jewelry on St. Paul Street. 


By ‘51, Jim had begun his own successful business, The Watch 
Clinic, where four spoken languages made many immigrant cus- 
tomers feel at home. Jim speaks not only English, but German 
and Hungarian, and his French Canadian wife, Celine, added 
yet another language. After twenty-five years, the Horvath’s 
retired and sold the business in ‘76 to one of their long-standing 
employees, and it continues today as VandenDool Jewelers. 


Constantly sought after for challenging clock restorations and 


epairs, Jim has remained active in his trade, though he laments

shop is a classic clutter of esoteric time pieces of every descrip- 
tion, plus time worn tools and equipment. Entirely through word 
of mouth, people from near and far with valuable heirloom man- 
tle clocks, floor standing clocks, or keepsake watches somehow 
find Jim and send him their treasures to be brought lovingly 


back to life. 


Knowing the need much better than anyone at the School, to 
our good fortune, Jim chose to find us around 1990 (the off-time 
bongs must have got to him), 
when he methodically embarked 
upon a stage by stage refurbish- 
ment of Ridley’s notoriously 
incorrect clock, and its tower 
home. Jim laboured to clean and 
fix each part of the mechanism, 
and the “soft Westminster caril- 
lon”, including a 1,130 lb. hour 
bell, made and installed by 
Gillet and Johnson of Croyden, 
England. This firm, which was 
also maker of the carillon of 
Ottawa’s Peace Tower, provided 
detailed drawings of the mecha- 
nism and supplied all necessary 
parts. Jim‘s remaining concern is 
about the several hundred 
Pounds Sterling that will be 
required to replace the escapement, a major mechanism, which 
he predicts will wear out next year. 


For now, Ridley enjoys a fully functioning, resonant, and pigeon 
free clock to be proud of, thanks to Jim Horvath. Any of us who 
have had the good fortune to have lived “within the sound of 
the bells” are instantly transported back to our Ridley memories 
the moment we hear their classic carillon. Long may they 
chime.

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‘CORNER The Pest House 
A LOOK AT GOVERNORS’ HOUSE ©

Most of Ridley’s buildings have been the result of planning 
and foresight. With the exception of School House which 
arose after the great fire of 1903, the other buildings have 
risen because of enlightened foresight on the part of gover- 
nors, heads and faculties. The Pest House is a case in point. 


Nobody could have foreseen how virulent the plague 
(influenza) of 1918 would eventually become, [50,000 
Canadians would die] but early in 1917, the third year of the 
Great War, the governors acted on the belief that they 
should be prepared. The architectural firm of Sproatt & 
Rolph was asked to plan a new isolation hospital. These were approved by the Board in September, 1917, and construction 
behind Dean’s House on the edge of the hogsback began immediately. 





There were appeals for funds and for help with furnishings in the Christmas, 1917, ACTA. The building was described 
this way: 
The hospital is built on the dual cottage plan, and each unit is entirely complete in itself even to its heating. Besides the large 
wards to accommodate about 16 patients [each side] there is in each building a kitchen, a bath room, a nurse’s room, a sun 
room and a small ward with all necessary cupboards. 





The building was ready (along with the first patients) who dubbed their quarters "The Pest House”. The real medical crisis, te 
however, was not until October (the worst month) when as many as sixty boys were ill. Some dorms were converted to 

hospital bays for the overflow with the worst cases reserved for the new hospital. The promising football season was disrupted 

and a ten-day holiday for the whole school was decreed late that month to reduce human contact. That no students died is 

testimony to the skill of the medical staff. One faculty man, Mr. H. J. Flynn, a housemaster, did die at the school in 

October and a Miss Bush, a temporary nurse, also succumbed. 


The Pest House, as it has always been 
known, served admirably as an isolation 
hospital until the Schmon Hospital 
opened in 1947. After that time, and in 
spite of persistent rumours of its demise, 
the building went through many incar- 
nations including cadet storage, faculty 
apartments, the site of the famous row- 
ing tank and a variety of offices. In 
1991 it took on an entirely new life as 
Governors’ House, the residence for 
Middle School boys. Each transition, a 
response to characteristic foresight.
